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The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  mid-year  population  of 
Roodbridge  at  6,290,  which  is  an  increase  of  30  over  the  previous 
year .  The  population  increase  of  I/oodbridge  over  the  past  ten 
years  is  700  and  shows  a  slow  but  steady  rate  of  growth. 

The  figure  for  Births  in  1963?  while  about  the  average  for 
the  past  ten  years,  does  not  show  the  same  upward  trend  and 
produces  a  Birth  Rate  which,  even  allowing  for  corrections,  is 
below  the  national  figure. 

Still  .births  were  reported  in  only  two  cases. 

The  General  Death  Rate  when  adjusted  for  comparison  was  well 
below  that  rate  for  England  and  vales  but  the  infantile  Death 
nate  was  rather  higher  than  the  corresponding  national  level. 

From  the  above  figures  we  can  see  that  T'/hile  Tvoodbridge 
continues  to  gro at  a  modest  rate  a  proportion  at  least  of  this 
growth  may  be  attributed  to  immigration.  The  population, 
hox-jever,  seems  to  be  living  longer. 

Reference  to  the  table  of  causes  of  death  3hcws  that  the 
pattern  is  much  the  same  for  the  preceding  years.  Approximately 
one-half  of  all  deaths  are  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system,  while  one-fifth  are  due  to  malignant  diseases. 
These  proportions  have  been  fairly  constant  over  the  past  few 
years.  Xt  is  noteworthy  that  these  diseases  are  in  the  main 
conditions  which  occur  in  older  people  and  this  is  brought  out 
by  the  following  table  of  ages  at  death: -

During  the  year  l6l  notif ica.tions  of  infectious  disease  were 
received.  Of  this  number  124  related  to  Measles,  16  to  Scarlet 
Fever  and  the  remaining  21  were  Whooping  Cough,  Pneumonia  and 
Dysentery.  Measles  xvas  prevalent  from  March  to  August  while 
.Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  odd  sporadic  cases  throughout  the  year. 

There  x^ere  no  fresh  cases  of  Tuberculosis  during  1965  and 
the  number  on  the  register  fell  by  3  during  the  year. 
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9.  The  control  of  communicable  disease  is  exercised  in  two 

main  directions.  In  the  first  place  this  authority  has 
responsibility  for  the  environmental  health  matters  within  the 
area.  This  means  the  supervision  of  all  matters  which  might 
have  an  adverse  effect  on  the  health  and  well-being  of  the 
community.  The  County  Council  on  the  other  hand  as  the  Local 
Health  Authority  is  responsible  for  the  personal  health  service 
in  the  area  and  this  includes  the  immunisation  against  infectious 
disease.  This  service  is  provided  against  Diphtheria,  Hhooping 
Cough,  Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitus .  Vaccination  against  Smallpox 
is  carried  out  by  General  Practitioners. 

10.  Tork  on  the  production  of  a  reliable  form  of  immunisation 
against  Measles  is,  I  understand,  well  advanced  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  this  disease  will  come  under 
control.  Scarlet  Fever  in  its  classic  form  is  ir.  these  days  most 
unusual  but  a  streptococcal  infection  of  the  throat  which  is  in 
many  ways  similar  to  Scarlet  Fever  does  occur,  fortunately  as  a 
rule  with  less  severity  than  Scarlet  Fever. 

11.  After  the  war  Coodbridge  was  faced  with  the  problem,  in 
common  with  many  other  towns,  of  improving  and  bringing  up  to 
date  the  housing  conditions  in  its  area.  This  was  no  small 
undertaking  but  over  the  subsequent  years  progress  has  been  made. 
More  recent  13/-,  however,  the  tempo  has  been  rather  slower  and  there 
is  still  a  considerable  number  of  properties  which  require 
attention.  Action  in  some  cases  has  been  delayed  by  lack  of 
alternative  accommodation  being  available. 

12.  During  the  year  a  close  watch  was  kept  on  general  housing 
conditions  and  a  record  of  the  work  done  in  this  connection  will 
be  found  in  the  statistical  section. 

13.  Refuse  disposal  by  controlled  tipping  continued  throughout 
the  year.  The  Haugh  Lane  site  continues  to  provide  the  necessary 
facilities  and  regular  supervision  has  been  maintained  over  the 
working  of  the  site.  I  do  not  feel  that  there  is  now  any  cause 
for  complaints  of  nuisance. 

14 .  The  sewage  disposal  works  which  will  handle  the  sewage  from 
Troodbridge  and  the  adjoining  parishes  was  nearing  completion  by 
the  end  of  the  year. 

15-  In  previous  reports  I  have  referred  to  the  unattractive 

condition  of  some  of  the  Public  Conveniences  in  the  town.  The 
position  has  now  been  greatly  improved  by  the  new  toilets  at  the 
Market  Hill  but  some  of  the  older  ones  still  leave  much  to  be 
desired.  In  general  the  cleaning  is  thorough  and  painstaking 
but  floors  and  tiled  surrounds  are  in  many  cases  cracked  and 
harbour  dirt  and  offend  both  eyes  and  nose. 

16.  Food  hygiene  is  a  matter  of  the  utmost  importance  and  all 

food  premises  are  visited  and  inspected.  The  figures  relating 
to  the  inspections  will  be  found  in  the  statistical  section.

(i)  Forty-four  public  health  complaints  were  received  from  members 
of  the  public  during  the  year  regarding  such  items  as  drainage, 
offensive  smells  and  verminous  premises  etc.  All  were 
investigated  and  the  necessary  action  taken. 

(ii)  Eleven  complaints,  primarily  of  a  housing  nature,  were  received 
alleging  defects  such  as  overcrowding,  extensive  dampness  and 
repair  defects.
